Heading into their second season of 
wrestling, the Knights were under the

Spelunking, experimenting, and dis- 
secting were all a part of the science 
vocabulary at T.A. Mr. Austin Barnes’ 
earth science class went to a West 
Virginia cave to become acquainted with 
the art of spelunking or, in layman’s terms, 
caving.

Geared to students’ abilities and in- 
terests, courses of the English department 
fell into three areas: college-bound, 
vocational, and general. Even though 
differences were found in texts and 
approach, teachers found that a basic 
review was both necessary and helpful 
in improving the students’ work. 

College-bound students found more 
emphasis placed on writing and in-depth 
studies of short stories. Shakespeare was 
analyzed from sophomore to senior years 
with Julius Caesar, Macbeth, and 
Hamlet. Seniors learned the correct 
procedures associated with term papers. 

Vocational classes concentrated on 
reading and practical communication 
skills. Teachers emphasized English and 
American authors and acquainted stu- 
dents with many well known writers. 
Media was studied extensively on the 
senior level. 

General classes were devoted primarily 
to basic literature and communication 
skills and were aided through a sequential 
course series, Voices. 

In addition to the other three areas, 

a full-time remedial reading instructor 
proved to be an asset to the English 
Department. This instructor taught five 
classes, aiding students in reading rate 
and comprehension.

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Mini-courses, field trips add 
variety to usual history classes 


History classes lived up to their 
reputations this year by running the 
usual gamut from boredom to excite- 
ment. Such interesting breaks from the 
curriculum as current events quiz games, 
field trips, and mini-courses were 
commonplace in most classes. 

The junior U.S. History classes took 
their second annual trip to Washington, 
D.C., and the Smithsonian Institute 
which lasted from 7:00 a.m. to about 
11:00 p.m. These classes had also 
planned for a day in Lexington while 

the Government classes had escaped for 
another trip visiting different parts of the 
nation’s capitol. Likewise, the world 
history class ventured to Washington, 
D.C. These trips are examples of the

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history department's learning inspired 
endeavors. 

During March, when the day-to-day 
drudgery of lectures and tests began 

to become a burden, mini-courses were 
introduced for the third consecutive 
year. These three week explorations 
allowed the students to study subjects 
not normally taught in a history course. 
Mini-courses also permitted students 
to try out a particular teacher whom 
they had heard about or had aspirations 
of having in the future. Topics in the 
courses ranged from “History of the 
Shenandoah Valley through Antiques” 
by Mrs. Shelvie Carr, to “The Oedipus 
Rex Complex” by Mrs. Lorraine Zirkle.

Without two separate classrooms, 
students taking either French or Spanish 
became familiar with both languages 
through exposure to bulletin boards and 
displays of student projects. The dual use 
of lab as classroom as well as a lan- 
guage laboratory found language teachers 
going from room to room as certain 
books were needed. 

Foreign language classes tried their hand 
at publishing magazines and news- 
papers. French students published a 
newspaper at Christmas. Second year 
French students also wrote articles for 
their own newspaper at the end of the 
school year, second and third year 
Spanish classes printed magazines. 

Each student in the class contributed an 
article or drawing for publication. Titles 
such as “iQue Brutas!” and ‘‘Caprichoso” 
adorned the Spanish magazines. 

Drama also played a role in the foreign 
language studies. First year Spanish 
classes produced the play ‘El Sombrero 
de Tres Picos,”’ and Spanish I! students 
did separate skits in small groups. 

Third year French students also pre- 
sented a play.

done by the foreign language students. 
Class time was set aside to display and 
tell about these projects.

Within the usual areas of clothing 
construction, housing and interior decora- 
ting, money management, child develop- 
ment, family relations, nutrition and 
foods, and crafts; the home economics 
students found themselves involved in 
some unusual, interesting activities. 
Hosting guest speakers, organizing 
entertainment activities, taking field 

trips, and preparing cultural foods 


highlighted the courses of the department. 


The students’ experiences were 
broadened by the presentations of guest 
speakers. Among the topics discussed in 

the presentations were: effects of alcohol 
on the family, insurance, and banking. 
Parties were organized and hosted by 
classes in the department at Halloween 
and Christmas. Through these activities, 
students developed keener awarenesses 
of child development as well as learning 
to organize and prepare an entertainment 
activity. 

Field trips included visits to a 
townhouse, a mobile home, Stultz’s 
Mill, a furniture factory, a furniture 

store, and a grocery store. Greater 
awareness of the possibilities of interior 
decorating was the result of many of 
these field trips.

and prepare a complete Thanksgiving 
meal, but also other classes examined 
possibilities for menu variety.

The local chapter of Vocational 
Industrial Clubs of America was com- 
posed of 57 members.

The student interested in vocal music 
had three choirs in which to exercise his 
talents. Directed by Mr. Jesse Hopkins, 
the Freshman Choir, Girl's Choir, and Con- 
cert Choir developed individual and group 
skills in rehearsal and in performance. 

The Freshman Choir was a four-part 
mixed chorus open to ninth grade students.
